We read in the Mlaaonri Boclaliat: *Tbe Ixaiialana Porchaae Kapoahloo 
la now practlcaliy on.tbe boycott Hat of organised labor of Bt. Louis, and befon* 
many days the oAda) announcement of tbe boycott is likely to be in the bandit 
of erery trade nnioniaC in America. 

“Not only bare workingmen been hoodwinked into sulatcrlbing to stock only 
to ind that when it comes to employing labor Hbe cheapest we can get* U to 
be used; hot eren tbe small bosincss men hare been beautifnily Jollied icto part¬ 
ing with tbdr money under an niuaion that their boalncMi would increase with 
the number of additional men employed in conatmetiDg the fair buildings. Tbcao 
little buainets men now find that a great modd city U to be constructed on 
tbe fair gronuda to accommodate tbe tboosaDds of workiumeu employed, and 
instead of these workera living in the city and spending toeir wages with the 
comer grocer and botcher, tbe contract to supply tbe food for this modd city has 
been let to cue TVuitt, who fed the scabs used by tbe Transit eompany In ,1800. 
Is it to be doubted that thi^ie small business men will lend their Indorsement to 
the more pn foot to boycott tbe WorId*s fair and show tbe capitalists at the bead 
of that institiitioo that organised labor is Just as pow'i-rfiil as the day it shut 
down every street car in tbe city, iiud that a suiressful ex|MMition cannot be held 
without its coDseot? 

“The report of the aab-commitlee reviewed the entire t*onlroversy. The direct¬ 
ors bad flatly refused to entt^ into sny contract of any kind with a view to union- 
tsing the fair. The printing work useil by (he World's fair committees and otb- 
cers had not borne roe union label. The contract to feed the employes at ‘Tay¬ 
lor City* had been let to Truitt, a man who had beim in tbe busineM of feeding 
scabs before; the cootract for building the Iron fence had licim let to Mesker Bros., 
a firm that is notoriously iinfuir to urzanized labor; the woodim fence was be¬ 
ing pat up by non-union nun." 

Bo far, so good. While we understand that practically all the building on 
the fair ground is being done by union meti uniler tbe stipervision of the Building 
Trades Council of Bt. I»al8—(Steinbiss. tbe national senVetary' of the Building 
Trades Council, is one of the directors of tbe World's fair)—there is no doubt 
that tbe same dJaagreinucnt between tbe Building Trades C-ounrll and the «‘>tber 
labor unions exists in Bt. IahiIs as exists almost everywhere else. Btill we hare 
our doubts whether the fact that “tbe printing work does not bear tbe union la¬ 
bel" and that tbe fences are alleged not to be “noiou fences" Is in itself sufll- 
cieut cause to boycott a World's fair whose buildings are lieiug put up by tmion 
labor. Even the “little biuin«-fts men” and the “comer groc»‘r add butcher*' with 
whom tbe workmen at the fair do not s|>end their wages, would hardly fiiratsh 
sufficient reuson for such u step—from our staiidi>oiut. However, that is the busi¬ 
ness of the Bt Louis w-orkmeu and we do not care to iiicddJe. 

But we also read the following in the Missouri Socialist: 

“Acting under instructions of tbe national committee of the Democratic par¬ 
ty. whose headquarters are located in Bt. Louis. Leon Orcenbaum. natiooal aec- 
retary of that party, communicated at once with Jbe lutt^rnational Socialiit Bu¬ 
reau at Bruauels, Belgium, with which tbe Bocialist party of America hi af¬ 
filiated. requesting tbe secretary of that body to notify tbe Socialist mem- 
here of the various European parliaments of the situation in Bt. Louis and 
to warn them to vigorously opi»ose tbe granting of any appropriations for 
foreign exhibits at the World’s fair in Bt. ixHiis. Oomrounicutions were 
uliio sent to Emil Vuitdervelde. BocUIist deputy of Belgium, and to August 
Bcbel, the leader of the BociaHsts in the Reichstag of Cermauy. In many 
of these countries tbe BociaHsts an* powerful enough to pravent an njv 
propriation, esisTinlly as the different goverumenta are in constant fear of the 
Bociaiistii. and would not tight them very* hard on a matter which only involveii 
foreign interests. Prof. G«>orgc D. Herron, who rtmrcseiits the Socialist party 
of America on the International bureuii, is now* in Enrupi* and will be advised 
of the situation and Instnicted to see that the powerful B<»cialisr iwrtios of Eu- 
1 ^* leave nothing undone to aid the nrgunizt'd workers of Bt. lyouis in their 
tight." r 

Tliis puts a different aspect on the whole business. We ask whnt right have 
the national iu*cretary and the “local quorum" in Bt. Ixniis to make a laughing 
stock of the entire Bis'ialist movement in America? 17ie Bt. IxKiis “wooden 
fence" is a local affair. It is neither national nor international. Hie boycott up 
to date hat not even Imh'h indorsed by the American Finlcratiou of Labor. We 
must proti*st against tbe national .Bocialist movemeut Isdag made the tail of little 
trades union minabbles in .8t, Ixiuis,—in fact, we do not car«* to have the Social¬ 
ist movement made the tail of the trade* union mor-nicnt in any way. 

The local quorum in Bt. Ixmls evidently takes hto much upon itself. Be¬ 
fore such an iiiitHirtiint step as writing to the lutcruationa! bureau is taken, the 
national committee might t<i b»* i-onsiilttHl. The loi-al quiirum in Bt. Louis seems 
to have a very q!u*er idea of the size and the s«*ope of the iiutiouai and inter¬ 
national Socialist movement. Judging from their attempt to make it an ac<*e!wory 
to the tight about the w«sKU'n fence. 

But let us eonsider the details of this great aet a lillic further. We find 
that the setn tJiry of the lti(ernati<mul Smialist bun*;iu in HruKtwds is mjuesttMl 
by (’ororadi* U-on (»remilMunii “to notify the Socialist members of the varioiiH 
European juirliameni:^ of the situation in St. I^iils"—(the wooden fence and 
tbe refuwil id the lain*! mi the printing?) and "to warn them to vigorously opiwse 
the granting of any appropriations for foreign exhibits at the World’s fair in Bt. 
Louis.” 

What d<M*s the local St. Ix^nis quorum think the International Bocialiat hti- 
rean in Brussels is? Do they imagine It is a sort of a Biipn^me eotirt or supreme 
goverumeut for all Srsdalist partie.i of the world? It is nothing of the kl d. It 
is a suitistieul bureau, that is all. ' 

“Hie International ScM'ialist bureau bad its first meeting on December 110. IPO'I. 
.\ll the work Isdore the memliers was accomplished In one day’s session. Th-- 
nqiort in the Berlin Vorwaerts hardly fills a column and a half, including the 
four resolutions udt»pt<*d. It .is significant tbot it was uiinnimoiisly refused to let 
the bim^au play any kind of a political role whatsoevei^Heriuauj' and. France 
protesting—<»r to have Socialists iu the parliameuls act uism the suggestion of the 
bureau. No mutter of how much general importance for the proletariat of the 
world a wibjeit may bi-, even the suggeution of parliamentary action muse 
jiroperly be left to the respi-clive Bocialist i»artie« of (be diffeivnt countries. 

And now coroes the St. Louis Quorum and requests parliamentary action 
and “warns’* against awiroiirialtouH, etc., on actouni of the wooden fence at the 
fair in St. lomis. Is it not ridiculous? 

The Socialists of the Eun>iK*an parliaments would be kept rather busy if wo 
proceed in that way. But we “w-arn” the Bt. Loula Quorum not to proceed that 
way in tbe future. Tbc-re are a few Bodalista in America outside of St. IjOuIs 
who have a different «-onceptiun of the national and international Socialist move¬ 
ment.

The Amaterdam Zeitoog of May 12,1788,, says in regard to the cruel pun- 
ifiimnrt of the striken: “The severe penalties which have been inflicted npon 
and the precautioQa which have been taken (the concentration of 20,000 
: MHfim in Paris) gives'ground for hope* that tbe peace will not be disturbed 
for a long while." This Amsterdam account of tbe affaif was evidently 
; a aaoksd and dried official report, written to iMicify men’s minds. 

Bui how was this army of 20,000 men constituted? With the exception of a 
|iV detartunents of Bwias, one regiment of German dragoons, and one of Hun- 
paUa haaaars, they were FRENCH troops. 

. ffiver ainoe the beginning of tbe reign of Louis XVI., so po^ar at first, tbe 
V Ft t ach war d epartment bad maintaineila severe discifdiDe, iq view of the grow¬ 
ing (UMOOtent of the people. Two years after tbe King’s acceasion, a dwee to 
(hat effect had been pablbdied. In tbe year 1788 tbe discipline was once again 
_||MlMaed. It was ordered that slight offem-es, which before had been punished 
arrest ahould be punished in future with blows with the flat of the tword. 

The retaliation of tbe French royal army for this “discipline” made history. 

On the 2d of July, 1788. part of the Fifth battalion of tbe French guards ami 
two companies of the Third infantry left their barracks, contmry to tbe orders 
of ffieir officers, and mingled with tbe excited people in the streets, artisans, stu- 
ffiata, men out of employment, etc. TTie^* soldiers refnaed to return to their 
karrmcka, and in view of the geaml excitement it was not deemed advisable to 
mnd other French soldiers after them to bring them back by force. The soldiers 
of the French guards had taken their arms with them. 

On the xdt^t of tbe 12th of July the peojilc (among thcon many of the French 
.Guards who had gone over to them) stormed all (he “barriers," that is tbe toll- 
•atea eflafearo-bouaes. from Faobonrg St. Anudne to Fauftiourg Bt. Hoaoi^. 
r.-The people would have no more duties on their fOMl! 

^n>e ndlKary had stepped hi on Jnly 12. hut the battaliomt the French

Thai the French revolntion had its “offleiftr' beginning. Tbe next day 
the King was obliged to withdraw the rest of bis French troops from Paris. 
Fn&i that time-oD only tbe hired professional soldiers from Switzerland fongbt 
•ad died for him. 

We do not wish, of coorse, to draw analogies between the French revoln-

Two hundred years ago partnerships in 
busjness were rery rare. A man in busi¬ 
ness simply made things and sold them 
'-"Sod all the work was done by bimaelf 
and immediate family. Hood we find in- 
sUnces of brothef% contimiinc the work 
tbar the father had begun, as in the case 
of the Elxerirs and the Planrins, the 
great bookmakers of Hollaod. To meet 
this competition four printers in 1640 
formed a Mitnership and pooled tbeir 
efforts. A local writer bv the name of 
Van Krugen denounced tbtse four men. 
and attacked partnerships in general as 
wicked axMi illegal, and opposed to best 
ioterests of the peojde. This view seems 
to hara been quite seneraL for there waa 
a law in Amsterdam forbidding all busi* 
nesa partnersh^ that we.*^ not licensed 
by the state. The legiKlature of the state 
of Missouri has recently made war on the 
department store in the same way. using 
the Von Krugen argument, for there Is 
no copyright on stupidity. 

In J.fOodoD in the He>'enteeoth (.vntury 
men fourd guilty of pooling their efforts 
and dividing profits, sere declared guil¬ 
ty of **contmDacy, **coDMiivaDce and lou- 
traveodon,*’ and given a taste of the 
stocks. 

Whim corporations were fornred for the 
first time, onjy a few year, ago, there 
was a fine burst of disapproval. The 
corporation U’as declared a scheme of 
oppression, a hungry octopus, a grinder 
of the individual. And to prove the case 
various instsnci-s of hardship were cited; 
sod DO doubt there was much snfferiug, 
for uiaDy people cannot adjust thent- 
selves to new conditions without pain. 

But we now brileve that corporations 
ctroe bei'ause they were requind. Cer¬ 
tain things the times demanded, and no 
man. or two or thre^* nven i-ould iMTform 
these tasks alone—hence arose tin* (•or^ior* 
atlon. The rise of England as a manu- j 
facturing naticD began with the plan ofj 
the stock emopany. 

The aggregation known as the Joint- 
Hlock Companj*. «‘V4Tybody now admits, 
woa* absoluiHy iie<’ei*»»ar>' to secure the 
oiiichinery, that ia to nay. the tools, ibi 
raw stiM-ks. the buildings, and to providc 
for the permam-DCf of the venture. 

The railroad Mysti-m of America has 
huilf up the i-ounlry—fiui this thing of 
Joint-Stock ('ompain(-*in(Hl iraiiK|K>rtHtioii 
onr prosperity h,iK biugitl. **<'oinin«T»T.”

If tbat docfl not mean the final consoU* 
dation of the-human race in one great 
family of familiea at> an ideal—it hardly 
means anything. 

THE CLASS STUUGOLE of the pro¬ 
letariat is recognised by Marx only as 
A SAD NECESSITY. He preaches to 
them clfiKK consciousness as a term eari- 
ly undenitood by the masses, but not 3s 
class excluKiveneas or hatred. In Marx’s 
iheorv the CLASS STUUGOLE ia IN¬ 
CIDENTAL. while the lasting and es¬ 
sential element Ik the destruction of all 
economic ioequalitles and THE ELIMI¬ 
NATION OF ECONOMIC STRUG¬ 
GLE FOR EXISTENCE FROM HU¬ 
MAN SOCIETY FOREVER. 

Engels, in his introduction to the coid^ 
monist manifesto, aays: "The proletariat 
cannot attain its emandpstioD from the 
sway of tim exploiting and ruling class i 
—the bourgeoisie—without at the- samel 
time, and once for all, emancipating ao-1 
ciety at large (the human race) from all i 
expioiiatioD, oppression, class alstlnctioo 
and class struggle. A clearer statement 
of toe very essence of Socialism as the 
highest ideal of the hnroan race or race 
consciousnesa, can hardly be imagined. 
How truly Engels expresM the ideas of 
Marx may he gatberM from the follow¬ 
ing quotations from the communist mtn- 
if^o: **If the proletariat during Ds con¬ 
test with toe bcmrgeoisle is compelled by 
force of circomstancet to organise itself 
as a class, if by means of a revolution, it 
: stakes itself the mling class, and as tneh 
I sweeps away by force the old conditions 
of production, then it will, along with 
these conditiooa, have swept away the 
I conditions for the existence of elssi an- 
itagoniam, and of clasa generally, and will 
thereby have abolished its own suprem¬ 
acy as a dats.
